Ridiculous stories about defense contracting 
flow out of Wash ington with appalling regulari­ 


ty. Th e sickening gush of taxpayer 
mo nev si­ 
ph oned from th e U.S. Treasury because of un­ 


conscionable blundering h as become a defeat- 
ening roar over th e past years. 
Ray Cromley, Newspaper Enterprise Associa­ 
tion’s Wash ington correspondent, h as pinpointed 
one unwise government policy wh ich h as led to 
lpsses of millions of dollars 


.‘THE DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE, in a 
considerable number of contracts, h as agreed 
t& a fixed date for giving a decision on wh eth er 
or not it wanted to go ah ead with a specific 
weapons system. 
Th is means th at wh en th e fixed cutoff date 
arrived, th e government h ad to make up its 
mind if it wanted to go ah ead with th e project 
at th e price formula agreed upon in th e con­ 
tract or renegotiate th e contract.

Granting of th e favor was a mistake anyway

and flies th e flag of Liberia. Th e March 2 waiv­ 
er granted th e vessel permitted it to transport 
oil between American ports—a task reserved 
for vessels built and rgeistered in th e United 
States.

Trucking I ndustry Crisis

NEW YORK — It was a 
a e Saturday in 
town wh ich th is nigh t was loaded with rubber 
ch icken and leath ery roast beef h otel banquets 
h onoring all sorts of ch aps from modish ly over­ 
dressed teamsters to water­ 
front 
l e a d e r s . 
Th is 
“ in 
crowd” seeped slowly th rough 
th e revolving door of Toots 
Sh or i bistro and among th em 
was a well-coiffured th ough 
troubled-looking 
lady 
known 
as “Jo” Hoffa, Jim my’s wife. 
With 
h er 
companion 
sh e 
took a table for two over at 
th e west wail and ate and 
talked animatedly—for 
t h i s 
was no ordinary Saturday. It was March 7, 
th ird anniversary of Jim Hoffa’s imprisonment 
in a mattress factory known as th e Federal 
Pe^itentiarv at Lewisburg, Pa. 
Mrs. Hoffa s conversation is th e secret of h er 
privacy—someth ing wh ich Jim Hoffa rarely 
permitted oth ers. 
But th e conversation piece around town th at 
nigh t—and on to today—is th e new campaign to 
get h im “ sprung.” His loval legions’ slogan is 
“ Peace for Release’’—replacing th e less liter­ 
ary but blunier car bumper stickers wh ich de­ 
mand less subtly: “ Free Jimmy Hoffa.” 


IN EFFECT, Jim Ilcffa’s people are saying 
to th e Wh ite House, and th e Justice Dept, and 
th e Trucking Employers, Inc.. th at in th e peni- 
tentiary th e bantam 57-year-old Teamster Gen­ 
eral President is a drag on th e prison economy 
—but once free h e’s worth billions to th e gener­ 
al economy. 
It all pivots on th e virtually unreported, 
th ough massive, teamsters-truckers negotiations 
in wh ich th e union Broth erh ood appears to h ave 
demanded a 9(3.4 per cent increase for 450,000 
truck drivers during th e life of th e new th ree- 
year contract wh ich sh ould be signed on April 
1. Th e nation couldn’t function long wtih out 
th pse drivers. 
Th is fiscal estimate comes from th e truckers* 
computer—and it does not include such items 
a s “redomiciling” employes, severance pay, h o­ 
tel allowances, layover time and 25 cents per 
h our premium for rigging—just to mention 
a 
few fringes. 


THIS WOULD BRING th e asking package to 
more th an $9 h illion. Th e truck operators corpo­ 
ration-organized in some 36 collective bargain­ 
ing associations now in a common front known 
a s Trucking Employers, Inc.—say th ey just 
don't h appen to h ave th at much petty cash on

TTiis is the 
first time “ Fitz” h as led th e negotiations on the 
National Master Freigh t over-th e-road and city 
cartage agreement expiring midnigh t March 3L 


AND TEAMSTERS DON’T 
bounce 
agree­ 
ments back as gengly as do railroad sh eet me­ 
tal workers. So “Fitz” isn’t likely to sh ave th e 
truck drivers demands by many billions. 
Of course, th e truckers aren”t dash ing, pens 
In h and, to sign up. From all th is could develop 
th e worst political and economic disease. It is 
later th an anyone th inks. Th ere are but th ree 
weeks or so before th e midnigh t witch ing h our 
April Fools’ day. It takes at least 10 days for 
th e Teamsters to get th eir vast trucking mem­ 
bersh ip locals—covering some 450.000 long dis­ 
tance and city h auling drivers—to ratify any 
agreement made in a Wash ington, D.C., h otel. 
'Diat moves th e deadline back to about March 
21. Of course, th ey’ll just about be screaming at 
each oth er th en. So anyth ing could h appen. 
Th ere could be a contract extension. Or th ere 
could be *an extension and wildcats. 
Or th ere could be an extension into mid-April 
—wh ich would th en overlap with th e deadline of 
th e 37-day congressional delaying action on th e 
railroads set for 12:01 a.m. April 11. 'Hiere 
could be *h e worst transportation crisis since 
George Wash ington moved h is gallant colonials 
into Brooklyn Heigh ts. 


BOTH CRISES GET intertwined. Both crises 
bounce into Labor Secretery Sh ultz’s lap from 
wh ich it will h ave to be passed to President 
Nixon by way of th e always cool “assistant 
president,” Joh n Eh rlich man. 
But th ere th ose wh o h ave a way out for a ll. 
Th at is “ peace th rough release” of Jimmy Hof­ 
fa. Th e president could pardon h im. He would 
make an auto dash for Wash ington. Sit down. 
And th en settle it all with a wave of h is iron 
fist—reasonably, economically and peacefully. 
You would be surprised at h ow many truck 
operators, senators and repesentatives believe 
th is. You would be surprised at h ow many ha v e 
been pressuring th e Justice Dept, and th e Wh ite 
House for presidential clemency. 
Only trouble with th is solution is th at Jim 
Hoffa no longer h as th e power h e h ad eith er 
over th e ever-younger rank and i’e or over th e 
ever-older, new more secure, regional teams­ 
ters leaders. 
Th e President isn’t apt to move on Jim 
Hoffa’s pleas. 
Nor th e Supreme Court. Nor th e Justice 
Dept.’s special pardon attorney—not with a new 
d i s a s t r o u s real estate investment scandal 
breaking into Los Angeles, involving a loan of 
$13.5 million from th e Teamsters Central States 
pension fund, now a migh ty tempting prize of 
close to $700 million. 
So everybody is bewaring th e Ides of March .

Compulsory 
Unionism 


WASHINGTON—Th e latest survey sh ows th at 


nearly 83 per cent of union contracts made with 
companies nowadays provide some 
requirem ent 


eith er for membersh ip in th e union or dues pay­ 


ing on th e part of th e employe. 
Th e Bureau of National Affairs, Inc., wh ich 
h as just completed a compreh ensive study, says 


th at th e most prevalent form of union security 


is th e “union sh op,” wh ich requires all em ­ 


ployes to join th e union after 30 days on th e job 
and to maintainn membersh ip as a condition of 
employment. 
Eigh ty-six per cent of th e contracts call for 
th e deduction of union dues from pay envelopes. 
In 9 oer cent of th e contracts, employes wh o do 
not become members are required 
to pay ser* 
vice fees equal to th e amount of union dues. 


HIRING PROVISIONS, for example, requir­ 
ing only th at preference be given to workers 
living in th e area or to th ose with prior expe-i- 
ence in th e industry— are found in 17 per cent 
of th e contracts. But agreements expressly stip­ 
ulating th at union members be h ired are almost 
nonexistent, as th ese are illegal in companies 
subject to th * Taft Hartley Act. 
In construction 
and oth er skilled trade unions, 
th e labor union office supplies th e 
worker wh en 
an employer begins a building project 
in a new 
area or expands h is working force As 
a practi­ 
cal matter, a building contractor wh o operates 
under a union contract usually 
asks th e union 
office to send out carpenters, 
plumbers and oth ­ 
er skilled craftsmen for jobs th at open up. 
Th is is wh ere union leaders run into conflict 
with th e government's efforts to impose racial 
quotas on h iring of new employes I^bor 
lead­ 
ers complain th at th e government 
is trying to 
force th em to take into th eir unions -and into 
construction jobs—unqualified Negroes. 
Labor unions for th e most part conduct th eir 
Internal affairs amicably, th ough frequently 
th ere are bitter contests between rival candi­ 
dates for office inside a union wh ich stir up ill 
feelings. 
Officials of labor unions h ave found over th « 
years th at th ey can be re-elected only If th ey 
push steadily for wage increases. In a sens« 
th ey are prompted by wh at may be called “ la­ 
bor union politics.” 
Employers recognize often 
th at th e union leaders would at 
times welcome 
some outside panel 
to pass judgment 
on th eir 
dem ands 
because strikes are costly and occa­ 
sionally do not yield th e anticipated benefits. 
Labor unions h ave steadily grown in size until 
today th e membersh ip is a p p r o x i m a t e 
ly 
19 ,000,000. Th e entire labor force is estimated at 
about 82,000,000. Th e unorganized labor popula­ 
tion. h owever, is largely in rural districts and 
in occupations in wh ich it would be difficult 
to 
effect organization. 
Broadly speaking, labor union leaders feel 
th at over th e years th ey h ave benefited by 
collective bargaining, and th at th ey h ave 
in 
many cases prevented th e passage of legislation 
unfavorable to th eir own interests. Th e power 
of th e national labor union h as grown extensive­ 
ly in recent decades. Wh en a strike is called, 
an entire industry can be sh ut down because 
th e local unions obey th e orders of th e leader* 
of th e national union with wh ich th ey are affili­ 
ated, Workers in th e skilled trades are almost 
completely unionized. Th ey h ave a monopoly 
in 
virtually all th e manufacturing industries. 


NINETEEN STATES h ave wh at are known 
as “ righ t-to work” laws. Th ese proh ibit any la­ 
bor union from compelling a worker 
to join a 
labor organization as a means of getting 
a job 
or remaining in a job. Th e labor groups, 
h owev­ 
er, h ave managed to prevent th e spread of such 
laws to oth er states. 
Wh at is surprising, of course, is th at with all 
th e talk about “ liberalism” and 
“ individual 
righ ts,” a worker in numerous industries must 
join a union after 
30 days in order 
to keep h i* 
job. Th e employer, moreover, h as agreed to th e 
m andate. Th e courts h ave never ruled against 
th is obvious invasion of individual righ ts. 
Th e argument usually h eard is th at th e non- 
members car. h ardly bargain by th emselves 
and th at th e labor union represents th e only or­ 
ganized body wh ich can conduct collective bar­ 
gaining 
negotiations. But th e element of com­ 
pulsion neverth eless remains, and it is th is fac­ 
tor wh ich h as led to th e development of a Na­ 
tional Righ t-To-Work Committee wh ich carries 
on a continuous crusade against any form of 
compulsory unionization.
